The English papers are making merry 
at ibo expense of tuo Times, which 
journal actually rocoived lator news 
from the Abyssinian war through tho 
columns of the Now York Herald than 
its own correspondent, accompanying 
the, expedition supplied it. The Spec- 
tator says: "If old John Walter 
•wero alive what would ho say ? Horo is 
the Times, which for half a century has 
beaten every journal in Europe in 
energy and ontorpriso, aotually pub- 
lishing tho latest nowa of a .British 
expedition per favor of a London cor- 
respondent of tho New York Berald 
According to a messago rocoivod by 
that gentleman on Wednesday, and 
apparently ton days lator than. tho 
atest official intelligence, Sj r Kobort 
Hupior reached Antalo on February 
tfiii, was ..to., moot the .'• Prip<5p".nf 
Tigro on tho 20ih, and was then to 
press on to Mftgdalla, 15 marches ofl'. 
Tho tologram is a littlo confused, but 
the statement that Sir R. Napioi has 
roaohod Antalo is corfirmod by a sub- 
sequent teleyraro from the Times' own 
agent. A report is current in Conti- 
nental capitals that Priiico Charles of 
Hoheczollorn, Hospodar of tbo Prin- 
cipalities, intends to deolaro himself 
Bhortly King of Kouraania and inde- 
pendent of tbo Porte. Support for 
this policy has been Bouubt at St. Pe- 
tersburg arid Borlio ; but Count von 
Bii-raurck is not specially anxious to 
aee tho months of the Dannbo in Ho.s- 
Bian bands, and tbo Czar Alexander 
bides his time, dreading lost Prance, 
Etoland and Austria should once more 
combiuo to project Turkey. This is 
the rumor, repeated >vuh improbublo 
detailb— cuch as that England intends 
to interfoiouctivc'y — from many quar- 
ters, and, of course, it may be iruo. 
KusBia is always at war with Turkey, 
more or less, and Roumanians are al* 
ways more or less intriguing ; but wo in* 
cline to think tho explobion is not yet- 
War -vith Russia just now would huit 
the Emperor Napoleon, aod, conse- 
quently, Russia will awa t an oppor- 
tunity when it will not suit him. The 
Pope bas presented the Golden Rose, 
»' tho mysiic rose nedewed with balm 
and musk, typifying tho sweot odors 
•which should exhale from tbo good 
deeds of all of us," to Queen Isabella 
of Spain. It was presented to her on 
the 8th of Maroh as " evidence of the 
earnest love wo bear tbeo, as much for 
thy signal services towards this Apes 
tolic tieo as for tbo high viriuo.s by 
which thou shinost among women." 
Lord Derby's valet baa commiUod 
Buic'de by cutting his throat, in con- 
Beqoenco of an unrequited affection for 
one of tbo noble Earl's female domes- 
tics. A large meeting of London gro- 
cers was bold lately at iho Hanover 
Square Rooms, to form an association 
for the protection of tho trado. Sov- 
eral speakers were very o tter against, 
tho Civil servants for setting the co- 
operative movemont on foot ; but tho 
chairman, Mr. Nowsom, thought the 
pmals dealers could hold their owp. 
Their "ekp'easea ' oi management,, 
delivery and so on wero only 81 per 
bbbsI, wbilo tboso of tbo Stores 
10 or 12 per cent., and bo thought 
with fair prices they had nothing to 
fear from competition. Mr Calvert, 
late Her Mojosty's Consul at the Dar- 
danelles, wuh, on tho 21st of February, 
convicted at tho Supreme Court, Con- 
tjLuutinoplo, on tbe charge oi o nsptr- 
Bey and attempting to dolraud the 
underwriters at Lloyd's of a certain 
amount of inBumniies, 4112,000, elfectvd 
by him on a certain ship named Pome- 
don, laden with oil, which had loaded 
in Taikish watora for tho Uuitod 
Kingdom, and which ho falsely alloyed 
was dostroyed by fire off the Inland of 
LomnoB. Tho Court found tho pris- 
oner Guilty, and ho was aontoncod to 
two yenrs' penal sorvitudo. Tlio pros- 
ecution in the first instanco wan under., 
taken by Lloyd's Salvago Association, 
but tho proceedings at the trial wore 
conducted by counsel by tho order 
of tho Foreign Ollice. Lord Byron, 
a cousin of Lord Byron, tha i>net, 
and who 011019 to his titlo when that 
poet died, himself departed this life on 
the 2nd inst. He wa8 tho eon of Cap! 
George Anson Ryron, R. N., second son 
ol Willium. lourth Lord Byron, by Hen- 
rietta, daughter of Mr EtoborJ Dallas, of 
Dallas Castle. Jiiraajca. A vacancy has 
just occurred in the representation of 
Hoddersfield Mr T P Oros'aud; MP, 
for that borough, died at his residence, 
Gledholt, near that town, on Sunday 
afternoon. He hud for some time been 
in a declining state of health. He w.ib 
52 years of ago. Tiiero an nlroady ru- 
mors as to the aspirants to fill lii« pl»oj. 
Mr Leatham, who was unsuccessful at 
the last election, is spoken of, as well as 
Mr Somerset Ueuumont. Lord Brough- 
am is engaged on his memoirs. He bus 
been assisted by a Dr Cliauvin, who has 
reud and arranged 110,000 letters for the 
ex chancellor. The Prussian Government 
has proposed to the Zollverein Council to 
abolish the duty upon varioui articles of 
Bccondary importance in the tariff, and 
raise that upon tobacco instead. Raw to- 
bacco is to pay 50 per cent., and cigars 
25 per cent , more t^un at present, the 
excise on home prddueb to be raised .'.v. 
about the same nioportion. It is culcu-

An- 
other very eminent lawjer, Lord Wenso 
leydale, better known perhaps as Mr 
Buron Parko, expired at bis residence, 
Park street,' Grosvenor square, at a late 
hour on March 10th, in his 86th year 
A horrid murder, or lathe? a series of 
them, was committed at Todmorden, by a 
weaver of checks, named Miles Weather- 
Lill. Weatherhill had been (frying his 
addresses to a Fervant maid at the Par- 
sonage (the Rev. Dr Plow's) and iu 
consequence of his visits the girl hud been 
discharged. On Saturday and Sunday, 
Weatlierbill went on a visit to her. On 
Monday ho resolved on taking vengeance 
upon her late muster and mistress, and 
upon tho housemaid, who was supposed to 
have told of his visits. At half past ten 
o'clock at night, Mr Plow preparing '.o 
retire beard a noiso at the back door. 
Ho went out by the hall door to the back 
of the house, where ho s.nv Weatherhill, 
who snapped a pistol at him, but it miss- 
ed fire. He then attacked Mr Plow with 
a hatchet.' The noise alarmed tho sen. 
vants, and they seized Weatherhill by the 
hair and clothes. Mr Plow escaped by 
the front hall door, but received two 
wounds at the back and another at tbe 
top of the bead, several cuts on tho foron 
head and had one ear torn and other 
wounds. Tbo housemaid sought shelter 
iu the dining room, and kept Weatherhill 
at hay by placing her back against tho 
door. He. however, managed to get his 
arm through, shooting her dead.' He 
went into the kitchen, got a poker, and 
going tip stairs to a' room in which Mrs 
Plow was lying and where she had re- 
cently given birth to a child, bo forced his 
way past, tbe nurse, and stripping down 
ti e bed clothes, fired at Mrs Plow. Ho 
then attacked her with a poker, inflicting 
severe scalp wounds, breaking her noso, 
and otherwise injuring her. Whilst in 
the act, his arm was arrested by tho 
parish clerk and two other gentlemen. 
By these ho was removed and given over 
to the police. He was armed ivith three 
pistols and a hatchet when ho went to the 
bouse. Ho behaved with remarkable 
coolness when in custody, remaiking, "I 
have doue it —I meant to do it and nm 
only sorrv the pistol (that aimed at Mr 
Plow) did not go ( IT better.'' The lobby 
of the bouse was marked with blood like 
a slaughter houso. Mr. Plow and the 
infant subsequently died, and Weatber- 
hall has been convicted of wilful murder 
and sentenced to death.

He 
ihen went into the system of education pui- 
Bued in Vancouver Island upon tbo principle 
of the {leoerul duty of tha State to educate 
tha masaea, 'The E^arJ oi EJaoaliou irare 
unanimous in their general application of 
tho principle, not only aa a matior of reason 
and conviction, but in obedience to tho 
unmisiukeublt) de-ira of the community. 
He went generally imo tho expenses ol 
education in Vancouver Island, and showed 
how in his judgment it was impossible to 
apply tho principle of local eduaition by 
local taxation, to all parts of Vancouver 
Island, o,-poc ally in those places where the 
populations wero small, without the admis- 
sion of tbe general principle of tho State at 
large being called upon to proviso education 
as a uui'onn system in equal monsure to all 
uliko. He then detailed the general ex- 
penses of the education 61 200 children, boys 
and girls La a town like Victoria, which 
would leqpjre at least four teachers and 
three or (our school rooms, with fuel, light 
and book-', the obit of these with rea-onablS 
salaries for sc'iool teachers not ihotr present 
precarious pittances, could not amount tf| 
less than something like $4 000 or §5,000 
lor (Victoria alone, whdo lor tho Districts 
each school would require ut least $1 000, 
tins was providing education of a very 
primary kind, and it might be looked upon 
o*en in VloWiu toil free education would 
oost from $20 to $25 per pupil, and this 
would be exeeeilo I in rural distnois and small 
uwns, so that it is probable that 810 000 
alone would bo required for Vancouuer 
Island. The hot) member Ihen advened to 
the general principle ut free oduoatiua. In 
iho present condition ol the Colony he urged

The bare idea o( our own children 
suffering from intelleciual destitution .aid 
w.uit was revolting to u«, and il knowledge 
and education were an advantage, it was no 
less true that ignorance and indolence were 
the root of evil ; and ao surely aj tho child 



education should he denominational. — 2 That 
free education which includes a oIubb >vbo 
0\n-pay for it in »d abuse ol Ihe principle.— 3 
Free edncadon ought to be a matter of charily 
and not ol taxation. With respect to the 
first of these objections, he was of opinion 
that education should be denominational, 
and that it should bo combined with reli- 
gious instruction, whenever practical- A 
denominational rystem enlisted the reli- 
gious sympathies of the sect iD favor of the 
yoong, in additional to tho simple, bat 
somewhut colder diotalos of benevolence He 
was himself a member ol the 'Broad Churoh' 
in its broadest sense, and had but little 
palieuce with denominational differences in 
matters not essential to our common faith ;

Su.tiiioflfii it^ to , hn tro 1 ?, that in 
many cases their parents wore idle aod vici- 
ous, but we have to do with tho ovil not 
wiib its causes — with the fact not tho rea- 
son why — we legislated not for the parent- 
but tor tbe children, for undeserved mental 
and morul destitution ; lor tbe helpless and 
innoceut who with no fault ol their own, were 
ceriain to bo deprived of tbe blessings ot 
education 3— It was Btated that Iree educa- 
tion should be a maltsr of oharity and not 
ol taxation ; but the idea of 'charity' opened 
up ot once the question of 'rich and poor,' 
of ine distinction of class. It was a fact 
which few in these days denied, that men 
of the same ruoe were bora equal ; educa- 
tion aod cultivation made (fie man, not (be 
accident of wealth or rank.

Though in many a neglect, 
ed a churchyard might be hands tbat "might 
have 8wayod the Rod of Empire," Hamp- 
dans, Miltons, '-mute and inglorious," and 
•'Cromweil guiltless- of iheir country's blood." 
" Yet knowlcd«o to their eyes her ample papo, 
Rich with the spoil of ;imo did ne'er uur»ll, 
Chill penury rcpreised their noblo rage, 

Aud fruze the genial current oi the soul." 
Poverty and dependeiC) were indeed evils, 
and educaiion to be a boon should be given 
with no hadgo of degradation — accorded as 
a gift, not given as a favor. We hsd done 
wi:h the yellow breeches and cropped hair ol 
tho charity boy — iho mere livery of depend- 
ence — why not relieve them also from the less 
tangible but not lesa real feeling of obliga- 
tion and charity. The only feelings which 
were shocked by tho claims of tbe masses 
were feelings «uich we hardly like to own in. 
The aristocratic, tho plutooratio feeling* ; the 
domination of gentle over simple, capital over 
labor, class over clafs. man over man. Bui 
it must be conceded in mere argumeot thai 
the poor have their rights. From the moment 
it was admitted tbut it was th" individual and 
private duty ol all who ouold affotd ii lo grant 
educaiion to tbe destitute it was the individ- 
ual right ol tho recipient to ask it A general 
liability implied u right j a universal duty 
implied a universal claim, and tho only 
uStoM»'tPif m io give sisaavV>«>,' lo giva i'J aa 
a right, was to establish a general systom of 
primary educaiion, opeo to all at the common 
eipawe of all. Alarmists saki tbat by pro- 
viding education tor tbo working classes we 
raised un a nation of half educated people, 
who will not work and cannot gel a living in 
any other way. But this was not so. Tho 
pressure from without, the struggle for 1 tie 
would compel the masses ol mankind to labor 
lor their breud ; and whot disadvantage could 
it bo to the employer that his urtizin was u 
ii an of modoraie education aod good general 
information. We exact knowledge of tbe 
laws from all und the exercLe ot imp riant 
po ti)cd\ luoclinna, so that we are in dui) 
bound to provide Ihe means of information 
and knowledge. The views ndvocuted by 
him were not fanciful theories, but tbe result 
of tho march ol intellect, and the question of 
education was the question of the day. The 
educatien of the masses was acknowledged 
to bo a public duty by tho leading statesmen 
of Kngluud. The extension of the suffrage 
and the grant of political rights carried with 
it as a corollary the necessity lor education. 
I'ho more advanced colonies of Australia and 
New Zealand, in common with tho Uuited 
.States, made it part of thoir political system. 
To advocate other views was to adhere to 
iba errors ol past days and to bo behindhand 
in civilization and enlightenment. As a 
meie matter of oxpedieocy U was important 
— il we wished to recommend our colouy 
and bid for immigration— that we should at 
least keep pace with the age. Education 
was no moan element in eliminating merit; 
Few in number are, us is expressed in Far- 
son's riddle, 1 tho great and the good and tbe 
braiO and tho wise.' It was to bu hoped in 
time tbat a judicious system of education 
.vould bu the muuns of bringing to light and 
raising to eminence those gifted with eminent 
talent in aris or arms, to the iiiflni le advantage 
of society and the welfare and hap. iuess of 
munkind. In mo lorn days political economy 
did not mean the economy of money ; other 
vih ws prevailed. The ex tension of ihe great 
pnnoiple of our faith, 'Do as you would bo 
done by,' was in politics no less than in 
morals udmit'od ; and where il was pessible 
it was good to extend it in every practicable 
way j education, hereafter to be coupled 
with religious instructions, but educaiion at 
all events, was to bo granted wherever possi- 
j bla in its purest form, uncoupled with the 
' sense of humiliation. Whut was really de- 
sired by the noble mind was that, without 
distinction ol rank or birth, all should start fair 
in the raco of life — that the prizes ol mental 
und moral excellence should 00 open aliko 
to all. Iu times ol peace and plenty we bud 
alwaya need of those who wero gilled in tbe 
career ol literutura. of science and of an; 
but in timiH of peril wo might require at our 
utmost need 1 tho heart to reaolve, the head 
to conceive and the hand to execute 1 evory 
good thing. 

Hon DeCosmoa ontiroW oonourred with 
the .views bo ably expressed by the bon 



and learned gentleman, who had just spoken. 
It was to tbe inierest ot all, that the rising 
generation should receive a proper education. 

Hon Helmcken thought that the State 
was bound to educate the children of the 
. poor; but in seeing to tbeir moral welfare, 
a due regard should also be had for tbeir 



physical r'quirements. Food and cloihea 
might be added under certain circumstances. 
There were otber duties of (Jovernment 
besides that of more instruction in reading 
and spelling. The boys ought to bo taught 
a handicraft, and how to haodle a musket, 
bo that ihey might bo of uae to tbo Stale 
when emergency requirod their aid. But 
with all ibi , he contended, that t mall oon n 
munitiea were not to be expected to carry 
out general principles. They must creep 
before they walk, thus any eysiom bused upon 
support Irom the publio fund, must not be so 
supported, to the neglect of oiher necessary 
duties. He had signed a protest in relation 
to publio expendiiure, and did not see bow 
be could support tbe appreciation of bo 
large a sum lor eduoation alone. 

The resolution was subsequently amended, 
by which ti e 820 000 was made to cover all 
preseut indebtedness co teuchers and others. 

Hon Robson— The hon and learned 
mover oi" the resolution reminded bim of a 
gun charged lo tho muzzle, which must bo 
Bled off whether iho occasion wes suitublo ( r 
not. Tbe sura proposed by ihe. hon mover 
was quite too lurge, $9,000 was ntnply 
sufficient, but he made the . sum §10,000 in 
order lo make a round sum. 

After sums further discussion a vote was 
tnken on tbo motion of hon Wood, which 
waB lost. Tho resolution of hou Robeon was 
oarriod,
